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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

Two  significant  improvements  to  the  Town  Hall  were  completed  this  year  with  funds 
appropriated  at  the  1983  Annual  Meeting.  A  lighted  fire  exit  sign,  emergency  lighting  and  panic 
bar  hardware  were  installed  in  the  front  entryway.  Emergency  lighting  was  installed  in  the 
meeting  hall  and  kitchen.  The  back  door  was  fitted  with  panic  bar  hardware.  The  Town  Hall  well 
was  dug  out,  repacked  with  gravel  and  new  tiles  were  set  in  place.  The  water  supply  was  greatly 
improved  and  is  now  adequate  in  the  kitchen  and  bathrooms.  Additionally,  a  temperature 
sensitive  warning  system  was  installed  to  reduce  the  chance  of  freeze-up  occurring  in  the  Town 
Hall. 

Easton  is  currently  undergoing  a  period  of  growth  as  indicated  by  the  number  of  new  building 
permits  issued  this  year.  By  1986  all  towns  in  New  Hampshire  must  have  a  Master  Plan  to  support 
their  Zoning  and  Subdivision  Regulations.  The  development  of  Easton's  Master  Plan  will  be  a 
major  project  during  the  next  two  years  and  will  offer  all  of  us  an  opportunity  to  address  the 
question  of  growth  as  well  as  other  concerns  for  the  future  of  our  community. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  is  still  concerned  about  the  most  practical  and  cost-efficient  way  to 
provide  fire  protection  for  the  Town.  Franconia  and  Sugar  Hill  continue  to  provide  Easton  with 
excellent  fire  protection  but  we  are  continuing  to  explore  the  possibility  of  establishing  our  own 
department. 

During  the  past  year,  Easton  has  joined  with  several  of  its  neighboring  towns  to  form  a  Solid 
Waste  Planning  District.  These  districts,  which  are  required  by  state  law,  will  be  engaged  in 
planning  and  managing  the  disposal  of  solid  wastes  in  the  future.  New  regulations  on  solid  waste 
disposal  will  mean  that  disposal  costs  will  be  increasing  significantly. 

We  would  like  to  express  our  thanks  to  the  other  Town  Officers  for  the  time  and  effort  they  have 
spent  on  conducting  the  Town's  business.  If  anyone  in  Easton  has  an  interest  in  participating  in 
Town  government,  please  get  in  touch  with  any  Town  Officer.  Due  to  Easton's  size,  there  is  always 
a  need  for  people  who  want  to  become  actively  involved  in  the  community.

To  see  if  the  Town  of  Easton  shall  call  upon  the  Governor  and  the  Executive 
Council,  its  State  Representative  and  State  Senator  to  promptly  convene  a  Special  Session  of  the 
Legislature  for  the  sole  purpose  of  preventing  the  imposition  of  huge  cost  increases  in  electric  rates 
resulting  from  the  Seabrook  Nuclear  Power  Planton  the  citizens,  businesses,  schools  and  agencies 
in  the  Town  of  Easton,  and  to  direct  the  Selectmen  to  promptly  notify  our  above  listed  officials  of 
the  Town's  desire.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

The  Bookmobile  has  been  discontinued.  The  Librarian  and  one  trustee  went  to  the  State  Library 
District  Office  in  Twin  Mountain  in  July.  They  returned  some  books  and  chose  61  to  bring  back  to 
the  Library.  A  new  van  known  as  the  Media  Van  comes  here  once  a  month.  The  first  trip  was 
August  17, 1983.  Since  then  it  came  September  19,  October  19,  November  22  and  December  14. 
The  van  will  come  next  on  January  18.  The  Librarian  has  taken  103  books  to  be  loaned  out  from  the 
Library.  Individuals  have  borrowed  from  the  van  and  they  are  responsible  for  returning  them 
when  the  van  makes  its  monthly  trip,  which  is  around  the  middle  of  each  month.  The  van  also 
carries  games,  tapes,  cassettes,  cameras,  etc. 

Twenty-two  books  have  been  donated  to  the  Library  this  year,  also  numerous  paperbacks.  We 
have  sold  and  discarded  81  books.

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FIRE  SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  remind  the  citizens  of  Easton  of  the  important  job  smoke 
detectors  play  in  early  warning  of  a  fire  in  the  home.  It  has  been  proven  many  times  by  the  number 
of  lives  saved  each  year  in  the  United  States.  I  strongly  suggest  each  home  have  one  or  two 
detectors  and  that  existing  units  be  tested  and  new  batteries  installed  as  needed.  The  State  of  New 
Hampshire  has  put  into  law  that  all  new  homes  being  built  have  detectors,  and  that  all  multi-unit 
homes,  old  or  new,  have  detectors  installed. 

In  1983  Easton  had  several  chimney  fires  but  no  structure  fires.  With  so  many  homes  heating 
with  wood  it  is  inevitable  that  chimney  fires  will  occur.  But  with  a  good  maintenance  program  the 
number  and  severity  of  fires  can  be  reduced.  There  are  several  things  you  should  do  in  the 
maintenance  of  your  heating  system: 

1.  Clean  chimney  regularly. 

2.  Inspect  chimney  for  cracks  and  flaws. 

3.  Keep  connector  pipes  (stove  pipes)  in  good  condition  and 
tightly  screwed  together  at  all  joints. 

4.  Inspect  stove  for  burn-outs  and  cracks. 

5.  Maintain  proper  clearance  to  combustibles. 

6.  Keep  area  surrounding  stove  clean. 

7.  Burn  dry  wood. 

8.  Keep  ashes  in  metal  container.

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Once  again,  our  cooperative  town  and  state  forest  fire  prevention  and  control  program  leads  the 
nation  in  least  acres  burned  per  forest  fire.  Less  than  one-half  acre  per  fire  statewide  average. 

At  the  town  level,  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  is  responsible  for  the  prevention  and  control  of  all 
grass  and  woods  fires  when  the  ground  is  not  snow  covered. 

Forest  fire  prevention  is  achieved  at  the  town  level  by  issuing  a  written  permit  for  every  fire  that 
is  to  be  kindled  on  the  ground  out  of  doors  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow.  Each  person 
wishing  to  have  an  outside  fire  must  obtain  this  written  permit  from  the  town  Fire  Warden  before 
kindling  the  fire.  Any  person  that  does  not  obtain  a  fire  permit,  when  one  is  required,  is  violating 
our  forest  fire  permit  law  and  is  subject  to  a  court  appearance  and  could  be  fined  up  to  $1,000  and 
receive  a  jail  sentence  of  up  to  one  year. 

No  fire  permit  will  be  issued  between  9:00  a.m.  and  5:00  p.m.  unless  it  is  raining.  The  reason  for 
this  is  twofold:  the  fire  danger  increases  steadily  between  9:00  a.m.  and  2:00  p.m.,  then  subsides  to 
a  safe  level  between  2:00  p.m.  and  5:00  p.m.  This  happens  because  the  sun  dries  out  the  fine  fuels 
that  are  easily  ignited  and  dries  the  air  which  permits  rapid  fire  spread.  Also  during  this  part  of 
the  day  fire  fighters  are  not  readily  available  in  most  communities  so  an  escaped  fire  could  burn 
longer  and  cause  greater  damage  before  being  suppressed. 

Your  cooperation  in  burning  only  when  conditions  are  safe  is  greatly  appreciated. 

As  Smokey  says,  "Remember,  Only  You  Can  Prevent  Forest  Fires!" 

All  forest  and  brush  fires  should  be  reported  to  the  Town  Fire  Warden.

Chapter  466  R.S.A.  The  dogs  must  also  have  rabies 
vaccination  and  tag  (442- A). 

In  March  and  April  I  participated  in  a  New  Hampshire  required  training  for  Part  Time  Police 
Officers.  Many  other  hours  were  spent  on  investigating  accidents  and  robberies. 

This  department  has  been  greatly  helped  by  the  Sheriffs  Department,  State  Police,  and 
Franconia/Sugar  Hill  Police.  Their  manpower  and  advice  are  greatly  appreciated.
